It Is Looked Forward To in Russia with 

Hope. 
ST. PETERSBURG, January 8.—At the time of 
the greatest bardships endured by the Rus 
sianarmy corps under Gen. Gourko, during 
the last war,in the passage of the Balkans 
amid winter, when on Shipka soldiers were 
dying from all kinds of exposure and priva- 
tions, the sensibilities of the public, and even 
the kind-hearted Emperor Alexander I., 
were constantiy allayed by the stereotyned 
report from the Balkans: Everything 
quiet on Shipka.** Well, the war was 
finally at an end. Thousands ot 
families in St. Petersburg put on mourning; 
instead of rejoicing at the end of a glorious 
and victorious war, the whole Nation’s spirit 
seemed crushed under the weight of the un- 
expected treachery of the Iron Chancellor, 
who, afver all his protestations of friendship, 
repaid Germany's obligations to Russia by 
allowing the latter to be robbed of all the 
fruits of the victorious war through the cast- 
iron stipulations of the treaty of Berlin, 
worked out by the ingenious mind of Dis- 
racli. 


TO BE SURE,

g ON THE LAST QUESTION 
there are no two opinions in Russia; all 
Parties are tinanimous in holding war 
ecessary; nay, more, desirable. Of course 
the great mass of this hundred million-strong 
nation does not aud cannot understand what 
is this necessity, since this time no Turkish 
infidels threaten any ‘‘brethren’’ ofacommon 
race and a common faith, Happily— 
if such a word be ad missible— 
Russia does not depend on money for 
going to war; otherwise she would 
be doomed to peace fora long time to come. 
There is no money and no prospect of any 
money for the Russian treasury, and none 
know it better than Russians themselves. A 
hopeless deficit has prevailed for several years 
and is always increasing. And while, a hun- 
dred years ago, Russia, with an income of 
from £4,000,000 to 20,000,000 rubies yearly, ac- 
quired large tracts of territory and held a 
predominant position in the councils of 
Europe, to-day with 800,000,000 income Rus- 
sia ia dared even by sucha wee State as Bul- 
garla, andthe rest of the world considers 
Russia almost too weak tofight. It the truth 
be told, the finances of Russia are in a desper- 
ati State. The chief portion of the late loans 
went to redeem the paper money, and yet the 
country is flooded with paper, and the value 
ofthe rubleis lower now than it was at the 
gloomiest period ot the last war with Turkey. 
People are quiet when they are faint from 
hunger. And such is the case in Russia. 
INNUMERABLE MILUS AND FACTORIES 
are closed, in others the pay of the workmen 
is reduced, the grain prepared for exportation 
remains yet unsold, the ports, acquired by 
such shedding of blood, and the railroads, 
built at such sacrifices, remain inactive. 
There is scarcely any freightto be moved, 
though of late there was marked activity on 
railroads haying their terminus at the largest 
cities. From St. Petersburg alone 30,000 work - 
ingmen have been exported of late at reduced 
rates to their country homes by orders of the 
Government. It would have been unsightly 
to nave 30,000 able-bodied men die 
from starvation in the streets of the 


capital, where they could not obtain work, do 
they could; so from sheer decency’s 
they had to be removed home, to door 
die, as best they might, amid their own starv- 
ing families. The banks are flooded with 
money, and reduce the rates of percentage on 
current accounts; yet ali people stand in need 
ot money, ahd cannot obtain money other- 
wise than at a ruinous rate of interest. All 
people—workmen, merchants, officers, as well 
as professional men—complain of lack of 
money, all strain their utmost forces in order 
to curtall theirexpenses, , 
AND THE SAME WAIL 
comes from the Government. Everywhere 
there goes on a general curtailment of ex- 
nses, and consequently nothing is being 
done, all the energies of the empire are con- 
centraged in this curtailing of expenses, even 
of th ost necessary, such as expenses on 
public education, the prison reform, eto. 
On the other hand, just as unabatedly 
are going furw the exertions 
to get out of the — — the last 
drop of blood. For one tax dropped as im- 
practical, halt a dozen new and indirect taxes 
are introduced; new supervisors, new col- 
lectors, new courts ap ted, new penalties 
invented; all this in order to cheat the people, 
to make them payin such a way as not to 
know where their money is goingto. A cer- 
tain sum is to be got out of the hundred mill- 
ions constituting the Russian Nation, and that 
is done by constant changes in the modes. 
What a promised land would Russia prove to 
American prohibitionists! No one deems it 
possible, Isuppose, yet such is the fact, that 
the absolute Government of Russia is intro- 
ducing among the peasants prohibition with a 
vengeance. Tbe tax on vodka—a mild kind 
of rye whisky—is so high that the peasant can- 
notafford to urin it but on such gala occasions 
as when a ‘‘bourgeois’’ allows himself a bot- 
tle of champagne; and of course, on such 
an occasion, the Kussian moujik deems toa 
sacred duty toget drunk. And sohe gets 
beastiy drunk four orfive timesa year, and 
oes without liquor all the rest of the year, 
though the most eminent Russian scientists 
and*physicians consider it quite necessary 


for a Russian underfed workman in 
this rigorous climate to drink his 
small lass of vodka once a day be- 


fore dinner. A8 to tobacco and even 
cigars, they are considered by the Govern- 
ment quite unnecessary luxuries for the poor 
people, and so they are entirely deprived of 
them; if this is nota paradise of prohibition 
such a paradise must, indeed, be unknown. 
There is a talk of imposing a tax on kerosene, 
called the ‘‘naphtha tax, so as to deprive 
the poorer people of cheap light; there is talk, 
to be sure, of an income tax, but, as yet, 
nothing but talk, and new and still more com- 
plicated systems of taxation are devised from 
day to day.

that the great bulk of the Russian people, 
having nothing to lose by the change, await 
war with the utmost composure? Those peo- 
ple will fight, money or no money. More 
than that, they are prepared for more emerg- 
encies than the reguiar privations of war. 
Stealing is going on throughout the country at 
a terrible rate, since the darkest deeds can be 
done in a country where the press is powerless 
to expose rascality and bribery in high gquar- 
ters. Human nature is the same everywhere,

A SINGULAR STORM. 


Heavy Thunder and Rain This Morning— 
Phenomena Noted—More Cold Weather. 


This morning early the Signal Service Ob- 
server was uwakened by a decided crash. At 
first he thought nothing of it as 


since the Giover investigation of Lancaster 
something bas been expected to drop around 
the Oustom-house almostany day. The noise 
continuing steadily, the signal man finally 
came toarealization that it was a genuine 
thunder storm in midwinter, with the mer- 
cury below freezing. According 
to the data of this official 
watcher of the storm 8 progress 
it appears that the thunder began at 4:40 this 
morning,and continued without rain until 4:50, 
when the loudest clap was heard. This was 
followed a minute later by a dash of rain 
that 11 into a downpour which 
lasted des ul ly until about 8 O'elock, the 
total precipitation being about 23,100 of an 
inch. Despite the cold, the mercury then 
standing several degrees below the freezing 
mark, the rain came down as water, not freez- 
ing until itetruck the 1 The thunder 
ceased entirely about 620. One singular thing 
about the rain was the total absence of any air 
currents, a perfect calm existing at the begin- 
ning of the rain. Another pecul- 
lar feature about this phenomenal 
atmospheric commotion is the fact that the 
lightning appeared long before the thunder 
first sounded, and that no streaks were seen, 
the only indications of the flash being 
an illumination of the low- lying black clouds. 
The Observer aiso noticed that the illumina- 
tion was strong enough to make the 
sleet on the ground decidedly 
phosphorescent. That the lightning 
was the genuine summer article was shown in 
the West End, where the chimney of Charles 
Sehmidt’s place, at Grand and St. Louis ave- 
nues, was struck by the current and a dog 
was killed inside the house. 
TO BE COLDER. 

The ice that was formed by the freezing of 
the rain melted somewhat durin the 
day and by 3 p. m. the streets and side- 
walks were getting sloppy. But this 
is not likely to last long, as the Signal Service 
Dulletins this morning show that it 
bas grown still colder in the 
Northwest, Fort Assinaboine reporting 
at 6 a. m. the remarkable temperature 
of 46 below, Helena, Mont., 36 below, and 
Fort Custer 30 below. As the barometer is 
very high in the Northwest and low in the 
Southwest, another cold wave may be looked 
for, although the Signal Service bas not yet 
ordered up the black flag. 


Mixed Weather. 


Cuicaco, Ill., February 2.—The Signal 
Service reports extremely cold weather in 
Northwestern Montana, the mercury at Fort 
Assinaboine registerine 46 degrees below zero 


at 7 o’clock this morning. Throughout Dakota, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin it is considerably 
warmer, Northern Minnesota points reporting 
severe weather, while at St. Paul itis 3 deg. 
above zero, LaCrosse, Wis., II deg. above, 
and Chicago 20 degrees above. Itis snowing 
throughout the Northwest and nearly all the 
States north of the Ohio River; heavy thunder 
storms are reported at Knoxville, Tenn., 
Louisville and Cincinnatti, and the telegraph 
service throughout the Southwest is very 
much impaired in consequence. 


CINCINNATI, O., February 2.—A most unusual 
thunder and rain storm has been in progress 
here since 5 a.m. and at 10 the rain is still 
falling heavily.

THE CENTRAL MISSOURL 


DETAILS OF THE PURCHASE OF THE SHORT 
LINE FRANCHISE. 


How the New Enterprise Will Affect St. 
Louis—Plans of the Company—The Back- 
ing of the Project—Live Steck Associa- 
tion Meeting—Death of Royal D. Jen- 
nings—The Merchants’ Bridge—Bailroad 
News. 


The deal between the Central Missouri and 
he Kansas City Short Line, a full account of 
the ratification of which was given in the 
POST- DISPATCH yesterday, can hardly be 
called a consolidation, but is rather a 
séll-out of the Short Line people 
to the Central Missouri of the part 


of this franchise which would be of vaiue to 
the latter with a certain amount of stock and 
certain agreements as consideration. The 
only part of the franchise of the Short Line of 
any value to the Central Missouri and acquired 
by it is that part of the road including 
the franchise for a bridge over the Missouri 
River at or near Howell's Ferry, which lies 
between the crossing points of the two roads 
in St. Charles County and the city of 
St. Louis. For this franchise the Central 
Missouri gives $50,000 of preferred stock, and 
$50,000 of common stock, and the Short Line 
on the other hand promisesto furnish 85 per 
cent of the ight of way, and 32, 000 
r mile of the cost of construction. 
n the transfer contractit is agreed by the 
Central Missouri to run the road through Fal- 
ton, Columbia, and either through Fayette or 
to construct a branch road to Fayette. 
Under the new order of things there ie much 
preliminary work to do before the construc- 
tion of the road can be commenced. The new 
board of directors must meet and adopt plans 
for pushing the project to completion. The old 
company had decided upon issuing $2,500,000 of 
preferred stock and $8,500,000 of common 
stock, making $11,000,000 of stock in all; but 
this may be modified, the amount of common 
stock being increased to $10,000,000. The 
amount of bonds to be issued may also 
be changed. These and other details will 
have to be settled by the new Board. 
The attitude of the new road is of first im- 
portance to St. Louis and in a chat on this 
subject with a Post- DISPATCH reporter a gen- 
tleman who is closely identified with the en- 
terprise said that the road, while it was 
formed to avoid the expenses and obstruc- 
tions incident to running through 
this city and in order to get out of the grasp 
of Gould would take through business around 
by Alton, but it would not work against St. 
Louis and would be as thoroughly a St. Louis 
road as any other. 
The object of going around the city by Al- 
ton,’’ said he, ‘‘is plainto any one. e thus 
get rid of the burden laid on commerce here 
by the bridge, by switch and transfer charges 
and other expenses incident to running 
through the city. Yet we can 
transact all the 8t. Louis business 
just as is now done in East St. Louis, which 
from a commercial a is just as much 
St. Louis as the city itself. The grade of the 
road over 200 miles between Alton 
and Kansas City will amount practically toa 
dead level, and for the remaining 100 miles 
will not exceed 365 feet to the mile. This means 
that this road can handle with the same loco- 
motive force vastly more freight than 
any other read in the State. 
The live stock mostiy goes to 
East St. Louis where the stockyards are, the 
grain is worth much more in East St. Louis 
and the facilities for hauling it by river or rail 
are just as good as in St. Louis. The business 
ean be done right in St. Louis and the freight 
handled in East St. uis and in Alton. 
„Will there be any difficulty in securing the 
capital to build the road?’’ 
None in the world. It has been secured 
already; that is, all arrangements are perféct- 
ed for securing it. The statementin the Post- 
DISPATCH thatthe Vanderbilt interests were 
back ofthe enterprise is correct. Judge Burke 
who is on the directory, is resident 
of the Bee Line, Mr. Hollins is Vice- President 
ot the L. E. 4 W. and the Vanderbilt broker in 
New York, but no matter how the board may 
be made up the project has the backing of the 
entire Vanderbilt interests just as fully as if 
the bonds were endorsed.

„How does the company view the mer- 
chant’s bridge?’’

It is not so much a necessity with 
the Alton bridge as it would be without, but it 
is — desirable as the west road must 
connect with the line east of St. Louis in 
some way. This road with several others 
favor the bridge. 

Construction cannot well be commenced this 
month but it is promised that it will begin just 
as soon as preliminaries can be settled and 
the weather will permit.

EASTERN ‘‘BOODLERS,” 


Who Ply Their Trade in An Open and 
Notorious Manner. 


A short time ago the Uhief of Police received 
a letter from a business man of Beaumont, 
Kan., inclosing a circular from a man in New 
York, offering to sell him a lot of excellent 
counterfeit money very cheap. It was the old 
‘‘sawdust boodle racket,’’ and the police so 
informed the merchant, but he thought they 
were mistaken and that he had given them a 


clew whereby a big gang of counterfeiters 
might be unearthed. This morning another 
letter was feceived from the Kansas 
merchant. It stated that he had again 
written those parties and had received a 
second Circular and a newspaper clipping 
which he enclosed. The circular spoke o 
the good quality of the money offered for 
sale and described the money, the description 
tallying with a description given in the clip- 
ping of bills being struck off from plates 
stolen from the Treasury Department. The 
clipping is bogus, being matter the ‘‘boodle’’ 
dealers have printed expressly for the pur- 
pose, so as to make their alleged fraudulent 
money appear more vaiuable. An envelope 
inclosed in the letter in which the merchant is 
to mail his reply reads: ‘‘Mr. D. King, care 
of Mr. Volle, 1612 Third avenue, New York 
City.’’ These ciroulars are sent to country 
merchants all over the United States, the 
scheme being to get them on to New York, 
count out $10,000 or $20,000, or whatever the 
amount may be, in good money to the victim 
lace it in a bag and while his attention is at- 
racted by some means to something else, 
change the bag on him, giving him oné con- 
taining sawdust. As the merchant went to 
engage in a crooked transaction he cannot 
well complain to the police of the fraud. Evi- 
dently the parties in New York ‘‘stand in’’ 
with some of the authorities there, as they 
work the game boldly and could be very easily 
arrested and convicted if there was any desire 
to punish them.

A Delegation of Indians to Visit the Great 
Father.“ 


Maj. Moses Neal, agent of the Sac and Fox 
agengy in the Indian Territory, passed 
through the city this morning with a delega- 
tion ofthe Mo-ko-ho bandof these tribes. 
The party includes Pah-she-paw-ho, chief of 
the band, Paw-kaw-ho-mo-paw, Waw-pus- 
kaw, Chaw-kan-nah-mah, Mah-waw-ta-naw, 
Wow-ko-mo, John Wgstler and wife and 
George Powers, a héaif-breed interpreter. 
Tne band numbers eighty-five people 
and until last November they have 
been in Kansas they worked 
for farmers. were removed 
last November, however, at the request of the 
white settiers in Kansas. The Indians think 
that they have a right to the lands in the latter 
State and want to be allowed to return there. 
They claim that under the treaty of 1867, mov- 
ing the Sac and Fox tribes into the Indian Na- 
tion, Mo-ko-ho had a special agreement that 
his tribe was not to be moved. The delegation 
is going on to Washington to see the ‘‘Great 
Father’’ and learn whether there was such an 
agreement. Mr. Whistler is a Wyandotte 
Indian, who was adopted by the Sac and Fox 
Indians in 1843, an his wife belongs ,to 
the latter tribe.

HOME BULE AND SUNDAY LAWS. 

The law of 1857 permitting the voters of 
St. Louis to decide for themselves certain 
questions of Sunday observance was en- 
acted by a Democratic Legislature ata 
time when Democratic sentiment was de- 
cidedly favorable to home rule. Hasany- 
thing occurred in the subsequent history 
of the country which ought to reverse 
Democratic opinion on that subject? Has 
it not rather been confirmed and strength- 
ened by the whole subsequent experience 
of the country, and especially with refer- 
ence to the government of cities? 

Look at the long line of honest Demo- 
cratic Mayors elected by the people of 
New York City. and at the municipal prof- 
ligacy and corruption produced by mu- 
nicipal machinery imposed on the people 
of that city and placed above their control 
by the Legislature at Albany. To such 
undemocratic and unrepublican substitu- 
tion of outside trol for local self-gov- 
ernment, Mayor HEwIiTT ascribes all the 
scandal and waste and corruption which 
his city has had to endure because her 
people were deprived of self-government 
and the meansof self-protection. In Bos- 
ton also the contrast between such Mayors 
as O’BRIEN and such rule as the State 
Legislature imposes on the city is fast 
making her people a unit for municipal 
home rule. 1 

And while some good citizens are peti- 
tioning the Legislature to deprive St. Louis 
ofthe choice the law of 1857 gave her, 
and to subject her crowded half million of 
people to the same old Sunday laws that 
were made for little villages hundreds of 
years ago by men who knew nothing about 
city life, the people and city Government 
of Boston are begging for the same privi- 
lege which the law of 1857 accorded to us, 
or for such a modification of the Sunday 
‘‘laws as is rendered necessary by 
„the present social condition of the 
“community.” They show how totally the 
social conditions in Boston differ from 
those for which the present Sunday law 
was made in old colony times two hundred 
years ago, and while asking for no tolera- 
tion of Sunday work they do ask that 
cities and towns be permitted to author- 
ize deviations from the old Sunday law 
within certain limits, so that each oom- 
munity may set up its own moral stand- 
ards and be governed according to its 
own local necessities.

RAILROAD BULLDOZERS. 

We doubt if the annals of legislation in 
this country have ever presented a more 
remarkable spectacle than has been pre- 
sented at Jefferson City during the pres- 
ent week. 

Twelve years ago the people of Missouri 
adopted aConstitution as the supreme law 
of the State and entrusted the fulfillment 
of its mandates to the General Assembly. 
For twelve years the railroad provisions 
of that Constitution haye been neglected. 
Influences which we need hardly dwell on 
at present prevailed to thwart the inten- 
tion of the people, and to make important 
and vital provisions of their Constitution 
a dead letter. Its mandates have been ig- 
nored with contempt. 

Now, at last, when public sentiment goads 
a reluctant Legislature to its duty, when 
the unpleasant conviction is finally forced 
upon the unwilling minds of Legislators 
that the language of the Constitution is 
imperative, and the voice of the people 
demands its enforcement, we find the 
railroad lobby gathered at Jefferson City, 
domineering over the Legislative com- 
mittees, reading the riot act to them, 
teaching them what they shall do and 
what they shall not do, and loading re- 
proach and insult on the people who have 
dared to ask for legislation in restraint of 
railroad authority. 

If anything were needed to spur the 
Legislature to its duty it would be the ex- 
hibition of corporation insolence given at 
Jefferson City by the railroad boss of the 
State. It is hard to imagine any Legislator 
returning to his constituents after this 
without having made a record in support 
of the Constitution. 

SENATOR REAGAN,

Mr. ReaGan is a plain, honest citizen 
who, ever since he entered Congress, has 
been identified with legislation in the in- 
terests of the people, and whose name is 
now indissolubly linked with the Inter- 
state Commerce bill. The terms of that 
bill are his credentials. Its success will 
be his enduring monument. 

The people of the United States will re- 
joice to see him in the Senate as an evi- 
dence that they have some representation 
and influence left in a body which is grad - 
ually falling under the control of million- 
aires and monopolists. ’

BUSINESS PARALYZED. — | 


THE STRIKE OF THE LONGSHOREMEN- AS- 
SUMING GREAT PROPORTIONS. 


— — 


Depot Freight Handlers Join the Strikers— 
bry nee Men Stop Work at Noon 
—Sunday-Like Appearance of the River 
Fronts—Coal Transports Scare—A Big 
Boycott Against Armour—Labor News. 


New York, February 2.—The only work done 
yesterday on the Brooklyn water front was by 
the green hands, who were put in the places 
of the strikers. At Dow’s stores eight young 
men, clad in lawn tennis shirts and tight 
trousers, who were said to have come from the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, were set 
at work unloading railroad iron from the 
steamer Lake Winnipeg. One of them wore 
kid gloves until they were 80 tattered that they 
would not stay on his hands. Another iaid 
aside a fur · lined overcoat and a silver-hegded 
cane to work. It was only a short.time before 
he was disabled by a piece of iron failing upon 
him, hurting his left foot. 

A SUNDAY-LIKE APPEARANCE. 

The streets along the river front in this city 
this morning presented a Sunday-like appear- 
ance. Instead of the daily rush of vehicies of 
all kinds in every direction there were only a 
few trucks, and the horse cars to be seen here 
and there. The majority of the big railroad 
freight receiving and delivery piers were 
closed and work was almost suspended. The 
exception was in the case of pier the Penn- 
sylvania—where a dozen men were put to work 
by Agent Bowman. The men seemed lost amid 
the huge piles of freight. The one pair of gates 
that were open on the dock were guarded by 
Piers 1 and 16 of the same road were 
also closed, and at pier 2, the Lehigh Valley 
Road, the gates were closed. At the New 
York Central & Hudson River pler the agent 
said he was receiving all the freight offered. 


There had been notrouble with the men. The 

New York, Lake Erie & Western Road pier had 

afew men at work, but atthe office it was 

stated that they were taking and delivering. 
ALL THE FREIGHT OFFERED. 

On the Star Line pier, where the freight of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & Western is han- 
died, there were as many police on duty as 
there were Italians handling freight. The 
Superintendent said he had all the men he 
needed. There was plenty of help on the Bos- 
ton & Providence pier, but their boats were 
not running and the freight was light. 
The Stonington Line had men at 
work. The boat Nashua 
up, but no work was ong done on 
her. The dock of the New York Central rail - 
road was almost deserted. The men at work 
were part of a gang of Italians brought down 
the river yesterday. The Metropolitan Line 
was moving freight, but there was very little 
to handle, The Arizona, ofthe Guion line ar- 


rived to-day, and men will be put to work to 


unload her. The Wyoming, the agent said, 
would sail to-day. The Eldorado of the Mor- 
gee Line, arrived last night. As soon as the 

Paso and New York are unloaded the El- 
dorado will be brought to her dock. 


Depot Freight-Handlers Go Out. 


JERSEY City, N.J., February 2.—The freight- 
handlers employed in the depots of the Penn- 
syivania Railroadin this city struck at noon 
to-day—about two hundred and fifty men at 


the freight station at the foot of Warren 
street and about three hundred em- 
loyed in the yards at Harsimus 

ve. The men marched out in a body 
but made no demonstration. The striking 


treight-handlers at the Erie depot remain out, 


All business is ata stand-still at the freight- 
stations. There are no indications of trouble 
in the freight depots of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western, or the New Jersey Central 
Railroad. At the request of the Erie and 
Pennsylvania Companies, City Clerk Scott 
swore im 100 special officeragto protect the 
yards. 
ASSAULTED BY STRIKERS. 

A large crowd of striking longshoremen laid 
in walt about 5 o’clock this ae on 
Hudson street, Hoboken, to nter- 
cept the new men employed on 
the Thingvalla Steamship Company’s 
dock while going to their work. The strikers 
were concealed behind two buildings. About 
6 o’ clock the new men came along, and when 
they reached the point where the strikers were 
concealed, the latter, armed with clubs and 
bricks, set upon them and gave them an un- 
merciful beating. There were about fifty of 
the ‘‘scabs’’ mostly Danes and Germans, and 
they led in every direction. Of the fifty, only 
twentv- eight reached the docks. None of the 
strikers were arreste1.

CASSIOPEL. 

Of course the fact that The Star of Beth- 
lehem’’ appeared in Cassiopeia in 1572 is no 
evidence that it will appear in that constella- 
tion in 1887, even if itappears at all, whioh is 
at least problematical. Though, as to this, 
there is no doubt tbat astronomers are and for 
some time have been on the lookout for it to 
— The change of position of a constel- 
lation as large as Cassiopeia would not be 
sufficient, however, in three hundred years to 
cause very much variation. ; 
The constellation of Cassiopeia is on the op- 
posite side ofthe Pole star from the Dipper, 
and a line extended from the two stars in the 
bowl of the Dipper known as the polnters, 
through and beyond the Pole star, encounters 
itand nearly pierces the place in the constel- 
lation which is waiting for the star of 1572. 
Cassiopeia resembies the letter W, or an in- 
verted chair, and is one of the finest northern 
constellations. It contains five principal stars. 
The fabie of this consteliation is as follows: 
Cassiopeia was the wife Cepheus 
and mother to Andromeda (both the 
names of adjacent constellations). She 
brought upon herself the vengeance of the 
Nereides by boasting of hersuperior beauty, 
and Neptune, at the request of these jealous 
nymphs, sent a huge sea monster against ber.

Then appeared between pheus aad Cas- 
siopeia, nearer the latter, assome authorities 
Bay in 975 and 1264 (though as to this they dif- 
fer) the stars already mentioned, and of which 
that discavered by Tycho Brahe is believed to 
have been a periodic appearance. 
In 1604 there reappeared in the constellation 
Ophiucbus a new star ofthe first magnitude, 
which shone so brightly as to obscure the 
yesh ofeven Jupiter, Saturn and Mars, 
all of which planets were near itat the time. 
This star faded out gradually, making its final 
disappearance in March,: 1606. In 1670 
the astronomer Anthelon discovered a star 
of third magnitudeinthe constellation of the 
Swan.

It de- 
creased, untilon the 2ist it had reached a 
point when it was again only telescopic, and 
finally remained a star of the ninth magnitude, 
os previously described in Argelander’s cata- 
ogue. 
November 24, 1876, a star of the third 
magnitude was discovered by a Greek astron- 
omer in the constellation of the Swan. It de- 
creased rapidly and eventually took on a 
nebulous form, having been apparently 
burned into gas.

THE QUEEN’S CONTINENTAL JOURNEY. 

The Royal yacht Victoria and Albert is under 
orders to be fit for service by the last week in 
March, so that she may be ready to convey the 
Queen to the Continent on Monday, the 4th of 
April. The yacht ig about to under- 
go an overhauling at Portsmouth and 
Osborne, having been considerably knocked 
about and damaged during her recent 
trip to the Mediterranean, and is to be thor- 
oughly refitted. The Queen is to cross from 
Portamouth to Cherbourg on her outward 
journey, andif she returns home direct she 
will follow the same route. But in all proba- 
bility she will visit Darmstadt on the way 
back, as she did in the spring of 1885, and will 
cross in returning from Flushing to Port Vic- 
toria. Mr. Kanne, the director of the Queen’s 
continental journeys, is now engaged in mak- 
ing all the necessary arrangements, which 
have to be settled weeks in advance, and Mr.

THE PARIS NUNCIO. 

The elevation of the Papal Nuncioat Paris, 
Mgr. de Rende, to the rank of Oardinal will be 
anepoch inthe pacific policy of Leo XIII., 
and in the modern history of the Papacy. The 
power of a pope to construct the conclave 
which will elect hig successor is no doubt 
great. Leo XIII. in the eight years of his 
reign has had the opportunity of appointing 
far the larger proportion of existing cardinals, 
for of the fifty-eight eminent wearers of the 
red hat, only sixteen were created by Pius IX. 
On the other hand, the Pope’s influence does 
not last long after his death, that, for instance, 
of Pius IX. having already almost entirely dis- 
appeared despite his two and thirty years sway. 
The present Holy Father keenly alive to 
this and to the risks involved therein, and 
both he and his fellow-Perugians, as M. Des 
Houx would put it, are determined to have as 
much permanence as may be to the policy 
which has appeased Prussia. The next Pope 
is to be a young man. That is well understood 
and Mgr. de Rende is, so to say, the favorite. 
He has been carefully put to the proof and the 
verdict of authority is that he has been found 
prudent. The samc combination that placed 
Leo XIII. in the chair of St, Peter, in spite of 
years of neglect at the hands of Oardinal An- 
tonelli, will place the discreet Paris Nuncio 
there when the Catholic Church loses the 
guidance of Leo the Pacific.

A COWARDLY DEED. 


The Secend Attempt to Murder Judge Fitz- 
gerald at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, O., February 2.—The attempt 
upon the life of Judge J. W. Fitzgerald of the 
Police Court last night has produced a pro- 
found feeling. The Judge has for a long time 
been the terror of evil-doers, but no one bas 
ever ventured to charge him with any feeling 
but that of a desire to yindicate the law and to 
punish and prevent crime. Only yesterday he 


bad nearly a hundred cock-fighters before 
him, and in all cases where a plea of 

ilty was made he fined them $25 and costs. 
There are still a number of these cases pend- 
ing to be heard on Friday. The circumstances 
of the attack being made last night, gives 
color tothe suspicion that some one inter- 
ested on behalt dt these defendants had un- 
dertaken the desperate scheme of murder- 
ing the judge. The time for

was well chosen. The jadge was alone in his 
library preparinga decision in a submitted 
case. is son and his son’s wife had gone to 
the theater. When the door bell atthe side 
entrance rang the judge answered it in person, 
He says he saw aman with a black face there, 
who said Judge Fitzgerald?“ The judge 
answered well. Just then the caller 
drew a white hand from dis overcoat 
pocket, and the judge caught the glitter 
of the weapon in time to jump aside just be- 
fore the shot was fired. He fell with an ex- 
clamation, and the assassin doubtless thought 
he had accomplished his purpose. The ser- 
vant giris came to his help and neighbors were 
summoned. It was found that he had not 
been wounded, though the ball cut through 


his coat. He was greatly prostrated by the 
nervous shock. This was greater 
because, although be had not be- 
fore made it known, this was not the 


first assault he has suffered. About a week 
age, after — 4 business meeting near 
the Court-house, he started home, when 
geome one buried a brickbator bowlder at his 
head and narrowly missed his aim.
